To save space the introductory paragraphs explaining the 
method of compiling the statistics * have been omitted. 

The main point to note is that the majority of the schedules 
for July required some correction for differences in the number 
of selling days because the calendar month contained one less’ in 
1944 than in 1943. 


THE EFFECTS OF FLYING BOMBS ON LONDON SALES 


Sales in July were again greatly affected by the flying bombs 
directed against London, and this influences both the index 
numbers and the comparisons with July 1943. It seems desirable, 
therefore, to repeat last month’s procedure by starting with a 
separate section which can deal comprehensively with this factor. 

As was to be expected, the bombing has had a rather greater 
effect on the London figures in July than it did in June, when it 
only affected half the month and evacuation was of little conse- 


quence. The nature of the effect has also changed, as well as its 
size. 
.n the case of food, the July figures for Suburban London 


clearly show the effect of evacuation, whereas in June they were 
very similar to those recorded in the Provinces. Thus the index 
number for Suburban London is 7 points below the average for 
the previous twelve months, whereas the provincial districts 
all show increases of from 3 to 6 points; similarly the com- 
parison with a year ago shows a fall of 2-8 per cent. for Suburban 
London, against an increase averaging about 7 or 8 per cent. in 
the Provinces. 
cent. reflects the changed distribution of the population ; 
evacuation had hardly begun at the beginning of July the differ- 
ential is almost certain to be greater next month. 

Food sales in Central London naturally showed much bigger 
declines in July, whether compared with the previous average

This differential effect of a little over 10 per. 


or with July 1943, since they comprise a large element of meals 
taken in cafés and restaurants by people on shopping expeditions. 


In the case of non-food merchandise there is a clear distinction 
between the effects of the bombing on the Suburbs as against 
Central London, and, in the Suburban figures, between the effects 
on goods needed for evacuation as against other sorts, such as 
household goods. 

Central London shows large decreases for every category, 
whatever basis for comparison is taken. Comparisons based on a 
single month, such as July 1943, are always rather dangerous, and 
perhaps it is best to take the twelve months prior to the start of 
bombing as a base to show the effect both in June and July ; 
the following table gives the percentage reductions from this 
average for both London areas, with the North-West as a stan- 
dard of comparison.

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the arrival of bombs throughout the whole month caused Central 
London trade to suffer much more in July than in June, with no 
important difference between the main classes of goods; but 
that in Suburban London apparel sales actually recovered some- 
what in July, and this recovery was about sufficient to balance 
the greatly increased fall in household goods. The main reason 
for these divergent movements is probably that substantial 
purchases were made to equip children who were being evacuated, 
and also perhaps to replace clothing destroyed by enemy action ; 
the first factor barely applied to household goods, and purchases 
to replace bombed articles would not be made until a new home 
was established. Further evidence of the effect of preparations 
for evacuation is to be found in the figures for Suburban sales of 
sports and travel goods which, compared with a year earlier, 
show a rise of 86 per cent. in July following a rise of 41 per cent. 
in June. 

In considering the national figures for non-food merchandise, 
whether the index numbers or the percentage comparisons, it 
should be remembered that London sales (and more particularly 
those in Central London) are probably over-weighted in the 
sample.

Apparel. Despite the very low level of sales in Central London, 
the index number for the country as a whole (79) was considerably 
higher than that recorded for the final month of any of the last 
three coupon periods. It was, indeed, only 3 points lower than 
the June index, with three of the districts showing a rise. An 
even better way of seeing how much less rapidly the public has 
used its coupons this period is to compare July with the average 
for the previous twelve months ; in the provincial districts the 
biggest fall is only 12 per cent. 

The subsidiary index numbers for the three main categories 
all show a much more even flow of trade throughout the period, 
which thoroughly justifies the policy of releasing coupons in 
February. The actual figures are :—

The drop in the last two months is exaggerated (except possibly 
for boots and shoes) by the over-weighting of London trade in the 
sample. 

The average amount spent per coupon was almost the same as 
in June so far as the whole country is concerned, but showed a 
sharp drop in Central London, presumably because the flying 
bombs reduced the proportion used for expensive dresses and the 
like. 


Household Goods. The July index (73) touched the lowest 
level ever recorded, and was 17 per cent. below the previous 
average. Here again it was the London areas with exceptionally 
small sales, 48 in the Central and West End and 63 in the Suburbs, 
which brought down the figure for the country as a whole. Pro- 
vincial indices varied only from 78 to 85, and none of them 
showed a fall of more than 8 points, either from the previous 
average or from June. July was one of the slackest months in 
both 1942 and 1943, and there is no reason to suppose that these 
provincial declines are of much significance. 

The subsidiary index numbers show that furnishing depart- 
ments, at 65, not only had a lower index number than hardware, 
82, but also showed a materially greater drop from the previous 
average (22 per cent. against 13 per cent.). Despite the develop- 
ment of a trade in second-hand articles this department is bound 
to suffer greatly from lack of supplies. 


Non-food Merchandise. Sales declined from 86 in June to 
82 in July, at which level they were approximately 144 per cent.

As in the case 
of apparel and household goods, the index numbers for all non- 
food merchandise, which include a variety of other goods in 
addition, were not only much lower in London than in the 
provincial areas, but showed there a marked decrease from the 
average of the previous twelve months. Suburban London sales, 
however, were only a single point below June. 


Food and Perishables. The food and perishables index fell 
from 111 in June to 106 in July, which is one point above the 
previous average. Sales in all the provincial areas were above 
the previous average, but below the level of June, despite the 
influx of evacuees. The sharp declines in London are discussed 
above. 


Total Sales. The index for total sales at 96 was 5 per cent. 
lower than both June and the average of the previous twelve 
months. Provincial index numbers were all very close to their 
averages and the differences from June were only 5 points or 
less. The Suburban London index was about 8 per cent. below 
June and about 94 per cent. below the previous average, but that 
for Central London dropped from June by 23 per cent. to a point 
about 41 per cent. below the previous average. 


COMPARISON WITH TWELVE MONTHS EARLIER 


July. Daily sales in July were 4:9 per cent. higher in 1944 
than in 1943, this increase being greater than those recorded for 
June or April but smaller than those for the other three months 
of the trading year. Provincial increases ranged only from 8-5 
per cent. to 10-5 per cent. The decrease for Suburban London 
was small, 2-2 per cent., but that for Central and West End 
London was very substantial, 30-3 per cent. The provincial 
increases may be slightly overstated as the change in unallocated 
sales was slight, an increase of 1-9 per cent. 


Food and Perishables. Sales in this division of merchandise 
amounted to approximately 62 per cent. of the value of all sales 
used in computing the July total, and showed a rise of 5-2 per 
cent. from July 1943. This increase was greater than the cor- 
respgnding June figure and very similar to those for February 
and April. District changes in the Provinces were all increases, 
and varied from 6:6 per cent. in the North West to 9-5 per cent. 
in the North East. The distribution of unallocated food sales 
would have made little or no difference to these figures. For 
London, decreases were recorded, 2-8 per cent. for the Suburbs 
and 18-4 per cent. for the Central and West End area. 

The additional figures for groceries, provisions and bakery and 
for cafés and restaurants show that the main cause of the lower 
food sales in Central London was the decline in café meals. This 
area contributes a substantial part of the sales reported in this 


sub-category, which consequently showed a fall of 4-6 per cent. ° 


for Great Britain as a whole, although sales expanded in every 
provincial area and rose by as much as 13-2 per cent. in the 
Midlands and South Wales and 11-5 per cent. in the North East. 
Holidays, whether “‘ at home ”’ or not, have probably contributed 
to these increases. 


Non-food Merchandise. Sales of merchandise other than food 
rose by 4:4 per cent. on the whole. This relatively small increase 
resulted from the counter-balancing of decreases in London by 
increases of over 10 per cent. in the Provinces ; in terms of cate- 
gories, the increases in apparel out-weighed decreases in house- 
hold goods. The Suburban London figures differed only fraction- 
ally from 1943, but in the Central area sales dropped by 35-1 
per cent. The small rise in unallocated sales does not imply any 
serious bias in the district figures. 


Apparel. The number of coupons reported to the Bank was 
16 per cent. more than in July 1943, despite the fact that this 
year July was the last month of the period, whereas in 1943 
there was still another to run. This reflects the rather higher 
rate of issue this summer and the fact that purchases have been 
more evenly spread over the whole release period. The only 
decrease, 19-2 per cent., was in Central and West End London 
and reflects the curtailment of shopping expeditions and holiday 
and entertainment visits to that area. 

The amount spent per coupon was roughly 7 per cent. less this 
year than last. The fall in Central London was exceptionally 
pronounced, nearly 20 per cent. The fact that a smaller propor- 
tion of the total coupons was taken in Central London this year 
had a depressing effect on the national average, since the average 
amount spent per coupon is highest in that area. 

For some time now there has been a pronounced difference 
between the movement in boots and shoes and those in the other 
main apparel categories, and this was again evident in July 
when the rise was only fractional for boots and shoes but 
amounted to 11-9 per cent. for women’s wear and to as much as 
36 per cent. for men’s and boys’ wear, sales of which were very 
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low in 1943. In all three categories there were sharp decreases 
in Central London, but the Suburbs showed increases comparable 
with those in the Provinces. Dress materials showed a fall of 
10-1 per cent. for the country as a whole, due to very heavy 
falls in both London areas ; the contrast between the heavy fall 
in the Suburbs for this category and the rise for others, notably 
girls’ and children’s wear, probably reflects the need of evacuees 
for something ready to wear. This latter sub-category recorded 
remarkable increases over last year in all districts except Central 
London. 


Household Goods. By contrast, sales in the household cate- 
gories were all lower than a year ago. Household piece goods fell 
by 19-6 per cent., the whole of this decrease being accounted for 
by the two London areas. Furnishing departments, which de- 
clined by 16-4 per cent., did not show such favourable provincial 
figures, the only increases being 1-7 per cent. in the North East 
and 0-2 per cent. in the Midlands and South Wales, and the falls 
in London were outstanding. The fall in hardware was smaller, 
4-6 per cent., and was virtually confined to London,.the pro- 
vincial movements ranging from a fractional decline to a rise of 
nearly 10 per cent. In both London areas sales contracted 
severely, the decreases amounting to 35-5 per cent. in Central 
London and 22:1 per cent. in the Suburbs. 

As in June, sales of sports and travel goods rose very sharply 
in Suburban London, 85-9 per cent., and the rise in the South of 
England was also exceptional, 48-6 per cent. These probabiy 
represent purchases of travel goods, and it should be remembered 
that the money values involved are not large. The rise in fancy 
goods was fractional, with the inevitable contrast between London 
and the Provinces. 


February—July. Total sales for the first half of the trading 
year exceeded those for the same period of 1943 by 6-5 per cent. 
The increase was fairly even in the provincial areas, but the 
steep decline in London during June and July brought Central 


_ and West End London sales below the 1943 level. 


Food and perishables rose by 6-0 per cent., with district 
increases ranging between 3-9 per cent. in Central and West End 
London and 7:6 per cent. in the North West. The advance in 
other merchandise was rather larger, 7-2 per cent., and the range 
of district movements was appreciably wider, with one decrease, 
3-4 per cent. in Central and West End London. Sales in apparel 
categories except boots and shoes were well above the correspond- 
ing 1943 figures, the increase for men’s and boys’ wear being 
almost 25 per cent.; the fall for boots and shoes was fractional. 
Household categories showed a fall of 10-0 per cent. for furnishing 
departments and one of 2-9 per cent. for household piece goods, 
with a fractional rise for hardware. Much the sharpest movement 
among the remaining categories was the advance of 11-9 per cent. 
for sports and travel goods.

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In each case, in addition to index numbers for total home trade, 
separate series are shown for the three main categories of goods 
handled by the reporting houses, viz., women’s and children’s 
wear, men’s and boys’ wear and dress materials. In these index 
numbers, as well as in the table described below, the sales 
cover export as well as home trade, but the former is relatively 
very small. As in the previous series, the following table gives 
a comparison between sales and stocks this year and the 
corresponding figures in 1948, distinguishing seven categories 
of goods in addition to the three mentioned above. In

general the categories follow very closely those used in the 
retail trade statistics, but hardware is omitted because the 
reporting houses do so little trade in this type of merchandise, 
and for others (e.g. furnishings) the scope of the goods covered 
is narrower than in the corresponding retail category ; on the 
other hand, separate figures are given for gloves because of the 
importance of these in the trade of reporting houses. 

Purchase tax has been omitted in computing the value of both 
sales and stocks, but the figures are not corrected for changes in 
price; as these have been substantial, particularly since the 


outbreak of the war, the figures should not be taken as repre- . 


senting changes in the volume of goods sold or in stock. 


LEADING FEATURES OF THIS MONTH’S FIGURES 

Sales. The home trade index for July was 9 per cent. lower 
than in June, and 20 per cent. below the average for the previous 
twelve months. In peace-time, sales in July were normally 
one-third less than the yearly rate as a result of retailers running 
down stocks prior to the half-yearly stock taking ; this factor has 
largely ceased to apply in war time and the drop in sales last 
July was much less than the peace time movement. The 
decreases compared with June for each of the three main cate- 
gories (all rationed goods) were slightly more than for home 
trade as a whole, the greatest being 12} per cent. for dress 
materials. The movement this year was about the same as last 
year for women’s and children’s wear, but men’s and boys’ wear 
and dress materials showed much smaller reductions in sales this 
year than last. 

Compared with July 1943 sales have risen by about 11 per 
cent. The substantial increases for women’s and children’s wear 
(18-3 per cent.), and men’s and boys’ wear (14-8 per cent.) are prob- 
ably due to the exceptionally low sales a year earlier. Furnish- 
ings showed an unusual rise for the second time this year, the 
July increase being 21-2 per cent., but this departure from the 
normal reduction in sales may well reflect low sales a year ago 
rather than high ones in 1944. 

Stocks. The stock index increased for the second month in 
succession, both in total and for each of the three main categories. 
In all cases the level reached was similar to that at the end of 
March. 

Compared with a year ago, stocks have fallen by 13 per cent. 
The only increase was that recorded, for the second month in 
Succession, for boots and shoes ; the rise is welcome, but as the 
Tteporting houses only do a small trade in this category the actual 
increase shown may not be representative of the general position. 
A decrease of at least 7 per cent. was recorded for each of the 
other categories. Stocks of dress materials were 16-7 per cent. 
lower than a year ago, and those of women’s and children’s 
Wear fel] by 14-8 per cent.

Daily receipts in July showed a normal increase of about 2 per 
cent. compared with June, so that the index number based on 
the average receipts in the corresponding period of 1924-34 
(except 1926) showed little change at 175-5, as against 174-7 in 
June. 

Compared with a year earlier, July receipts rose by 4:1 per 
cent., which is somewhat more than the average increase recorded 
for the second quarter of this year, but considerably less than 
the rise in the first quarter.

Civilian Clothing for Relief 


By agreement with the Board of Trade, the Ministry of Supply 
will shortly be inviting offers of production, over a period of 
12-26 weeks, beginning approximately December 1944, of 
various women’s, girls’ and infants’ light clothing from any 
specification utility spun and/or filament rayon fabric to be 
supplied by the garment manufacturers or a key certificate 
replacement basis. The garments concerned are as follows : 
Women’s—Dresses, short or long sleeved; skirts; blouses, 
short or long sleeved. Girls’—Dresses, short or long sleeved ; 
skirts or brace straps; skirts or waistbands ; blouses, short or 
long sleeved; matching dress and knicker sets. Infants’— 
Dresses, short or long sleeved ; blouses, crawlers or rompers ; 
buster suits ; skirts on bodices ; dress and knicker sets. 

Offers of production may be in respect of Ministry of Supply 
standard pattern garment or garments of the firm’s own design. 
The minimum delivery rate which the Ministry of Supply would 
be prepared to consider from any firm is 50 of any of the above 
garments per week. Coupons will be given at the normal rate 
for the garments accepted, and key certificates will be issued to 
provide replacement of cloth. All offers will be considered, in 
the first instance, by Trade Committees, set up for this purpose 
at the request of the Ministry of Supply by the Relief Sub- 
Committee of the United Committee of Light Clothing Associa- 
tions. These Trade Committees, with the Relief Sub-Committee, 
as above, will make recommendations to the Ministry of Supply 
as to the suitability and value of garments offered for production 
by individual firms. 

The maximum quantity of garments to be produced under 
this scheme is only a small fraction of current production for the 
home trade. Nevertheless, before contracts are actually placed, 
the available capacity of the industry will be carefully reviewed 
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in the light of circumstances at the time, in order to avoid any 
danger of interfering with civilian supplies.

R.A.F. Shirts not for Civilians 


With regard to a recent statement in the press that retailers 
have been permitted to sell R.A.F. Service shirts to civilians, the 
Board of Trade and the Air Ministry wish to make it clear that 
this is not the case. The supply of these shirts is barely sufficient 
to meet Service demands, and retailers must confine their sales 
to Service personnel. 


Price Control 
NEW CONTROL OF FURNITURE PRICES 


In view of protests which have been made by a number of 
individual dealers and by some local trade organisations against 
the new control of furniture prices, it may be useful to restate 
certain facts and principles. 

The Orders (see Board of Trade Journal, 29th July 1944, 
page 273), which were published on 27th July and came into 
force on Monday 28th August, were the result of prolonged con- 
sideration by the Board of Trade, the Central Price Regulation 
Committee and representatives of the national furniture trade 
organisations. The Board of Trade wish to make it clear that 
they are not prepared to postpone the Orders or to reconsider the 
general principles on which they are based. These principles 
are :— 

(1) In addition to a percentage limit on dealers’ margins, an 
over-riding limit in the form of ceiling prices in cash for articles 
falling within scheduled categroies. (2) The definition of these 
categories by reference primarily to measurements and class of 
wood. (3) The application of the cash ceiling prices not only 
to sales by dealers but also to sales on commission and sales by 
auction. (4) The keeping of records adequate for the effective 
protection of both the trade and the public, particularly (through 
the recording of Identity Card numbers) against evasion by the 
trader who poses as a private individual and by the private 
individual who is in everything but name a trader. (5) Certain 
cases of genuine hardship to be met by licences for sale by 
tender. 

The Board of Trade and the Central Price Regulation Com- 
mittee are convinced that, until production can be resumed on 
an adequate scale, only a strict application of these principles 
will secure that furniture reaches the public at fair prices. This 
view has been accepted by the Federation of Retail Furniture 
Traders’ Associations, which covers all sections of the retail 
furniture trade, and by the representatives of the Auctioneers. 

The details of the control are not of course the responsibility 
of the trade organisations ; while the discussions with them were 
still in the confidential stage, they made many suggestions, some 
of which were accepted but others not. However, the Board of 
Trade and the Central Price Regulation Committee have always 
appreciated that, in a matter of this complexity, experience 
may well show that the details of the scheme can be improved ; 
and’ the Central Price Regulation Committee will be ready to 
examine considered proposals to this end through the trade’s 
national organisations. The first test of any such proposals 
must be that their adoption will not prejudice the paramount 
interest of those who need furniture for their homes. 


UPHOLSTERED UTILITY FURNITURE 


The Board of Trade are considering changes, both upwards 
and downwards, in manufacturers’ and retailers’ maximum prices 
for upholstered utility furniture. These changes would apply to 
all orders taken by manufacturers on and after a date in the very 
near future. Therefore, to avoid difficulties with their customers, 
retailers should in the meantime make a special point of passing 
on orders as soon as they accept them. 

Arrangements have also been made for a new and improved 
model of the bedchair. Retailers should not place any further 
orders for the existing model (Model 3) which is being withdrawn, 
but may order the new model (Model 3a) for which maximum 
prices will be fixed as follows: manufacturer, £4 4s. 9d.; re- 
tailer, £5 13s. Od. 
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Control of Timber 


OAK VENEER FOR UTILITY FURNITURE 

The Timber Control, Ministry of Supply, has arranged to 
import for the manufacture of Utility Furniture a quantity of 
*7 m/m. and -8 m/m oak veneer. This veneer will be sold under 
Outright Purchase to merchants engaged prior to 1st September 
1939, in the distribution of imported veneers. Firms entitled to 
participate in an allocation and wishing to do so should submit 
an application to Timber Control, Plywood Department, Clifton 
Down Hotel, Bristol, 8, not later than 21st September. 


TIMBER-DRYING ‘KILNS: CESSATION OF TREASURY 
ASSISTANCE 

Notice is given by the Timber Control Department, Ministry 
of Supply, that after 3lst August 1944 Treasury Assistance 
will not be available in respect of new projects involving either 
the construction or modernisation of timber-drying kilns. Pro- 
jects which by that date have been approved by the Timber 
Control Department will be in no way affected.

Enamelled Hollow-ware 


The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made the Enamelled Hollow-ware 
(Maximum Prices) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 1033, 
price 1d.) amending the provisions of the Enamelled Hollow-ware 
(Maximum Prices) Order, 1943 (see Board of Trade Journal, 
25th September 1943, page 370) in respect of sales, by whole- 
salers, of sub-standard enamelled hollow-ware marked “ seconds” 
or “ thirds.” For wholesalers who supply substantial stocks and 
have a regular selling organisation for supplying the retail trade, 
the maximum price for seconds will be 80 per cent., and for 
thirds will be 50 per cent. of the wholesale ceiling price for cor- 
responding goods of normal quality, irrespective of the price paid 
to the manufacturer. Prices of sub-standard articles of types for 
which no ceiling price has been fixed will continue to be governed 
by the maximum margins prescribed in the 1943 Order.

Canada 
PROHIBITED IMPORTS 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Ottawa has forwarded a 
copy of Memorandum W. M. No. 103, dated 27th July 1944, 
issued by the Department of National Revenue, which states 
that by Order in Council P.C. 5470 the importation into Canada 
of the following goods is prohibited except under and in accord- 
ance with the terms of a permit issued by or on behalf of the 
Minister of National Revenue :—

Gold Coast 
AIRGRAPH INVOICES 

The “ Gold Coast Gazette” of 10th June contains a copy of 
the following notice to importers :— 

““Tn order to avoid delay in clearance of goods, invoices typed 
on airgraph forms, signed and witnessed, will be accepted in 
support of perfect Customs entries for free goods, and for goods 
liable to specific duties, provided that properly attested certifi- 
cates of value and origin as required by the Customs Tariff 
Regulations, are produced in due course. 

No objection will be raised to one such certificate covering a 
number of airgraph invoices, but such “ omnibus” certificates 
should, so far as possible, relate to shipments by one exporting 
vessel. 

In the case of goods liable to duty ad valorem, perfect entries 
may be prepared on the basis of airgraph invoices, but properly 
attested invoices must be produced as soon as possible.” 


New Zealand 
IMPORT LICENSING—EIGHTH PERIOD 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
Board of Trade Journal, 1st July 1944, page 244, and previous 
notices, H.M. Trade Commissioner at Wellington has reported 
the following further amendment to the Schedule of import 
restrictions for the Eighth Period, which affects imports from the 
United Kingdom :—

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Nicaragua 


IMPORT REGULATIONS 


With reference to the notices under the above heading in 
Board of Trade Journal dated 27th November 1943 (page 441) 
and 8th January 1944 (page 12) H.M. Representative at Managua 
now reports that the functions of the Issue Department of the 
National Bank of Nicaragua have been transferred to the Price 
and Commerce Control Board (Junta de Control de Precios y 
Comercio), and that this Board has reduced the period of validity 
of import permits from one year to six months. 

If, however, United Kingdom exporters realise that the goods 
in question cannot be shipped within the specified period they 
should immediately advise the Nicaraguan importers to apply for 
an extension in a renewal of the permit. 


Nigeria 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 

Government Notice No. 831 published in the “ Nigeria 
Gazette’ of 6th July, states that cotton cords and nets are no 
longer covered by Open General Licence No. 12, which allows 
the importation of all articles made of cotton, excluding wearing 
apparel, from any part of the British Empire having a currency 
based on sterling (see notice in Board of Trade Journal, 26th 
February, page 72).

AIRGRAPH INVOICES 


The ‘‘ Tanganyika Gazette” of 16th June contains a copy of 
General Notice No. 554, which states that for the purpose of 
facilitating the final payment of duty on imported goods, H.M. 
Customs has been accepting airgraph invoices as original docu- 
ments in respect of goods imported from the United Kingdom. 

Owing to the limited size of airgraph forms, the usual certificate 
of origin and value need not be included, but all details necessary 
for the proper assessment of duty by the Customs Department 
must be clearly stated. The airgraph invoice must be signed by 
a responsible representative of the manufacturing firm and this 
signature witnessed.

Australia 


OVERSEA TRADE, 1942-43 


During the year ended 30th June 1943 the total value in 
British currency of Australia’s overseas trade was £310,352,000, 
which was an increase of £33,787,822 over the previous year’s 
total of £276,564,178 states the ‘‘ Commercial Intelligence 
Journal” issued by the Department of Trade and Commerce, 
Ottawa. Total imports were valued at £212,107,000 ‘as com- 
pared with £149,356,000 in the previous twelve months, an 
increase of £62,751,000. On the other hand, there was a decrease 
of £28,623,000 in the total value of exports, which amounted to 
only £98,245,000 as against £127,208,000 a year earlier. 

As in the last few years there was an adverse balance of trade 
amounting to £113,862,000 as compared with £22,248,000 in the 
year 1941-42. 
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The following table gives particulars of the values of the chief

British India 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates given :— 

Madras, 12th August. Crops are fair. 

Bihar, 21st August. Crops are fair. The transplanting of 
Aghani paddy is being completed except in the Champaran and 
Pernea districts. 

Orissa, 21st August. Biali paddy isripening. Jute, cotton and 
sugarcane are thriving. 

Punjab, 21st August. Crops are average to good. Damage to 
crops caused by insects is reported in the Rohtak district. 

Bengal, 23rd August. Crop prospects are fair. The harvesting 
of Aus paddy and jute is going on. 

Central Provinces and Berar, 18th August. The transplanting 
of paddy is being completed. 

Sind, 26th August. Cotton is flowering and the transplanting 
of paddy is over. 

Bombay, 26th August. Surat crops are undamaged. 

United Provinces, 12th August. Paddy is withering and 
prospects are disappointing. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN 1943 


The total value of India’s foreign trade during 1943 was 
is.3,071,843,531, states ‘“‘Commercial Intelligence Journal” 
ssued by the Department of Trade and Commerce, Ottawa. 
This figure was slightly less than the 1942 total of 
Rs.3,285,491,721. Excluding the values of re-exports, the 
corresponding figures are Rs.2,967,229,314 and Rs.3,193,663,770. 

Import values declined from Rs.1,137,476,639 in 1942 to 
Rs.1,104,873,238, while exports of Indian merchandise 
showed a more marked decrease from Rs.2,056,187,131 to 
Rs.1,862,356,076. 

The abnormally large favourable trade balance of 
Rs.918,710,492, established in 1942, showed a considerable 
decline during the past year as a result of the reasonable main- 
tenance of import values as compared with an appreciable 
falling-off in exports. The 1943 figure stood at Rs.757,482,838. 


TRADE WITH THE BRITISH EMPIRE 


India’s trade with the British Empire during 1943 showed 
several marked changes from the previous year’s position. 
Imports declined in value from Rs.696,813,170 to Rs.523,842,742. 
These figures represented percentages of 61-3 and 47-4 respec- 
tively of the value of imports from all sources and whereas the 
former is generally in line with the average of several previous 
years, the decline in 1943 to less than 50 per cent. must be taken 
as further evidence of the loss of several Empire sources of supply, 
increased purchases from various adjacent non- British countries, 
and the maintenance of, severe import restrictions. 

In the case of exports to British countries the value declined 
from Rs.1,305,366,853 in 1942 to Rs.1,240,832,623 in 1943, but, 
with a greater rate of decrease in the value of total exports, the 
percentage of these figures of values of exports to all countries 
increased from 63-5 to 66:6. 

The principal import sources are the United Kingdom, Aus- 
tralia, Bahrein, Kenya, Ceylon, Canada and South Africa and 
the leading export markets are the United Kingdom, Ceylon, 
Australia, South Africa, Canada, Aden, Kenya, the Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan and Nigeria. 


Eire 
FISHERY STATISTICS 


A statement issued by the Department of Agriculture 
(Fisheries Branch), Dublin, shows that the value of the sea fish 
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returned as landed on the coasts of Eire during July and the 
first seven months of the current year was £43,713 and £303,779 
as compared with £52,952 and £280,159 respectively in the 
corresponding periods of 1943.
